BIRD CHECKLIST 
PRESQU’ILE PROVINCIAL PARK 


Introduction 


311 species of birds have been reported on the Presqu’ile 
peninsula, of which about 125 have bred. Bird names and 
their arrangement follow the American Ornithologists’ 
Union Checklist of North American Birds, 6th Edition 
(1983) and its supplements. Bold lines divide the family (and 
in some songbirds, subfamily) groups. Rarities are shown in 
light type. Sightings of these species, or of any species which 
are not listed, should be documented with a complete 
description and/or photographs and forwarded to the Park 
Naturalist. We would also appreciate receiving documenta- 
tion for any seasonal rarities (eg: Gray Catbird in winter) or 
other, less common species (eg: Long-billed Dowitcher). If 
birders would like to give us a copy of their daily notes, par- 
ticularly including the number of each species seen and the 
observer’s name and address, we would be most grateful. 
Information about recent bird sightings can be found at the 
Bird Sightings Board, located at the Camp Office. 


Abundance Codes 


When reading the abundance codes note that birds pass 
through during specific periods within a season—some of 
which can be quite restricted—so your chances of seeing 
them will depend heavily on timing. Weather can also play a 
large role in the level of bird activity, which can vary greatly 
from day to day. Some species have strong preferences for 
certain kinds of habitats and are likely to be seen only if the 
habitat is carefully searched. The codes given in this 
checklist represent the current status of each species, which 
in some cases has changed dramatically over the years.

Common: present, often conspicuous or in 
large numbers. 

Uncommon: present but may require a concen- 
trated effort to locate. 

Rare: generally seen each year but in very low 
numbers, may require repeated visits to locate. 
Occasional: not seen annually but enough 
records to indicate a pattern to their occurrence. 
Vagrant: three or less reports, likely to be 

seen again 

Extreme Vagrant: totally unexpected, may be 
years if ever seen again. 

Erratic: numbers highly variable, may be absent 
for several years.
